Radio Marti is still on the air as usual July 9 at 

0008, tho I can’t vouch for program content, 5980, 6030, 7335, 7365 

and DRM 7345, all in well at TWR Bonaire and without any jamming 

audible there. ‘‘Informativa’’, ha, checking since Kim Elliott posted 

this:
